BEACHES 

Yes, those myths about San 
Francisco being foggy and cold 
are mostly true — although 
things heat up often, and the 
skies can be clear and the air 
dry for weeks at a stretch, espe¬ 
cially in late spring and early fall. 
While the waters of the Pacific 
and the bay are far too cold and 
often too dangerous to swim in, 
locals usually find other ways to 
have fun on the city’s beaches. 
Like by taking off their clothes, 
for example, and engaging in a 
spirited game of volleyball on 
picture-perfect Baker Beach 
(25th Ave. and El Camino del Mar, 
415-566-0560) on the city’s 
northwest outer reaches. Recent 
construction has made Baker 
less secluded and more accessi¬ 
ble to families, so you may want 
to watch where you spike your 
balls.
